On Thursday, the 10th June, 1954, 
five new issue H.M. Queen Elizabeth 
portrait postage stamps will be 
available in Post Offices through- 
out Canada.

Ds 
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Jenny, Carrying the Mail Stumbled 


By Ken Liddell in The Toronto 
Telegram 


It was rather hard to realize that 
this rather paunchy individual grunt- 
ingly climbing from an electrical 
firm’s truck on a High River street 
was the man who flew Canada’s first 
airmail. 

It was in 1922 and John Ender 
(Jock) Palmer was supposed to fly 
150 pounds of souvenir cachets from 
Lethbridge, Alta., to Ottawa, and the 
reason he didn’t get there is only one 
of many queer things, most of them 
humerous, that have happened to him 
in the years he has rolled up 14,700 
hours in the air, some of it in and out 
of battle. 

For all of his 57 years and his 
weight, Palmer still has the enthu- 
siasm that saw him help to develop 
that phase of Canadian aviation 
which began on the prairies. That 
was almost a decade before the fam- 
ed bush pilots of the north entered 
the pioneering picture, and while 
there may not be as much glamor at- 
tached to prairie flying, Palmer is 
entitled to his share as the first man, 
or certainly with the first, to fly 
over the Canadian Rockies. 

In those days pilots had no vast 
meteorological system at their dis- 
posal to learn of the weather ahead. 
Palmer got his forecasts rather in- 
expensively by buying the daily 
paper in town he happened to be in, 
if it had a paper. If it did not, his 
weather report cost a little more. He 
would go to the railway station and 
have the agent inquire, via telegraph, 
of the agent in that place where he 
was going if the sun was shining. 
If it was, he went. 

When Palmer returned from the 
war in 1920 he and a CPR conductor 
named Harry Fitzsimmons blossomed 
out as Southern Alberta Air Lines. 

In 1922 the executive of Southern 
Alberta Air Lines conceived the 
bright idea of takine some mail to 
Ottawa from Lethbridge. They were 
not after mail contracts but wanted 
to do this purely to advertise avia- 
tion, for, as Palmer said, in those 
days the public did “not think a hel- 
luva lot” of anybody who flew air- 
planes. 

Special envelopes were offered at 


a buck apiece and when Palmer wig- 
gled Jenny into the air at Leth- 
bridge on June 27, 1922, the flight 
carried sanction of the Canada Post 
Office and thus became the first offi- 
cial airmail. Palmer’s plane carried 
150 pounds of envelopes, in a Govern- 
ment pouch, which was about all 
Jenny could lift, anyway, unless Pal- 
mer stayed at home. 

Palmer left Lethbridge and that 
evening came down at Weyburn, 
Sask., to get some sleep. Next 
morning, refreshed and refueled, he 
took off for Portal, North Dakota, 
no more than 50 miles from Wey- 
burn, for the purpose, of all things, 
of clearing customs. He was mer- 
rily on his way over Minot, North 


Dakota, when Jenny developed a 
wheeze. Palmer landed so Jenny 
could get back her breath. Quite a 


crowd gathered. Palmer decided on 
a test hop after repairing the trouble, 
and, when coming in for a landing, he 
had to swerve to avoid a woman who 
had driven an automobile on the 
field. Jenny wrecked her undercar- 
riage. 

The mail was turned over to Uncle 
Sam, who delivered it to Johnny 
at Ottawa by train and Jenny went 


hack to Lethbridge cn a railway 
flatcar. Thus ended Canada’s first 


airmail flight.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

A word about our new stamps, the 
5e Queen is really a fine addition and 
we may all feel proud of it. The 5e 
Beaver is dissapointing, flat and 
poor in color, the 4c Walrus is an ap- 
palling apparition, the bars behind 
the creatures head only adds to its 
ferocity. The rumour that we may 
later on look for bi-colored stamps 
is something to look forward to, 
they would indeed add greatly to 
the popularity of our issues. 

Great Britain, sad to relate is los- 
ing too many prominent men in the 
philatelic world. The passing of Mr. 
Stanley Phillips, Mr. F. B. Smith 
and Mr. Frank Godden is a deplor- 
able loss to the London stamp world. 
Mr. Phillips was Managing Director 
of Stanley Gibbons Ltd. since 1946 
and was a nephew of our old friend 
Charles J. Phillips. We all owe much 
to the late Mr. Stanley Phillips, he 
deserves the gratitude of all collect- 
ors and dealers for his negotiation 
with the British Government for the 
forming of Stamp export and im- 
port control during the last war, 
without which stamp distribution 
abroad would have come to 2 stand- 
still. The late Mr. F. B. Smith was 
also a director of Stanley Gibbons 
Ltd. and was well known to many of 
us as “F. B.” which was his pen 
name for many interesting articles 
m “S. C” of London, he was a 
great booster of Canadian issues in 
his continuous writings, and kept 
our stamps in the limelight of phila- 
tely. In the April issue of Gibbons 
monthly appears an interesting 
record of his philatelic activities. 

A later report from Londen tells 
us of the sudden passing of Frank 
Godden the well known Strand deal- 
er who was with us at our Capex 
exhibition, he has been prominent 
in the stamp business for a great 
many years and will be missed by a 
large number of clients and friends. 

Everyone has the right to his own 
ideas about collecting, irrespective 
of what countries they may be, but 
I want to refer to an article which 
appeared in the Canadian Philatelist 
some weeks ago under the heading 
“Foreign Stamps” which interested 
me only from the point of view of 
the arguments put forth. While it 


must be admitted that some delight- 
ful and colorful issues are put out 
by these countries, there is how- 
ever a very good reason for the lack 
in popularity for them here ip Can- 
ada and which is perfectly plain to 
most of us. The claim made about 
selling mature material in a mature 
foreign market such as exists in 
Eurcpe is all very well, but who 
wants the expense and uncertainty of 
merchandising material in this man- 
ner. Apart from this and speaking 
from a collector point of view, it is 
well known new dealers here wel- 
come foreign collections except at a 
pitiful small percentage of catalog 
value. It is this difficulty in the 
disposal and value of foreign collec- 
tions in Canada that is the cause for 
lack of enthusiasm and which to a 
great extent has brought about the 
strong following in our country for 
British Empire issues. While it is 
true that the drop in sterling has 
helped collectors acquire fine accu- 
mulations of Empire issues, the 
same drop in foreign money has no 
doubt seriously affected catalog 
values for European issues. Regard- 
ing Canada 17c of 1859 at $20 I 
would personally sooner have one 
excellent copy, than a dozen of the 
Brazil stamp referred to and for 
which here we might get a quarter 
catalog. It is certainly correct to 
say that demand for Canadian issues 
will not decrease, I may also add 
neither will the value, for there is 
no country today which can equal the 
future possibilities of our stamps.

#214—Specimen” Unemployment 
Book 

As a result of packet #1938 I have 
a new item in my Canadian Revenue 
collection to report. It is a 1941-42 
“edition” of the Unemployment In- 
surance Book, —— overprinted verti- 
cally (reading up) “SPECIMEN” in 


large double-lined letters. Most of 
the pages are blank (April thru 


June). The October thru March sec- 
ticns have various meter impressions. 
However the center section has 
various denominations of the unem- 
ployment stamps mounted therein,— 
giving various examples of proper 
recording. 

The interesting thing about these 
stamps is the fact that each of the 
six vertical sections of each stamp is 
overprinted in black, vertically and 
reading up, with “CANCELLED” in 
large caps. 

Who says—nothing new? 


#215—Western Canada Airways— 
—10c “Pink” 

Way back in packet #96 I men- 
tioned that it appeared to me that 
the first printing of this stamp—the 
so-called “pink” shade came on 
paper which was thicker than that of 
later printings. I suggested that 
this thick paper might be the means 
of distinguishing the shade and 
printing variety. 

I have since secured full sheets of 
50 of each of the three printings. 
My early guess turns out right this 
time. 

Printing #1—“Pink” shade,—thick 
paper, ne distinct mesh. 

Printing #2—“Pale Dull Red” shade, 
—medium wove paper, distinct ver- 
tical mesh. 

Printing #3—‘Dark Dull Red” 
shade, paper same as printing #2. 

#216—Crown Cancels Again 

Recently acquired from England a 


strip of four of the 5c gray Small 
Queens, cancelled with four strikes of 





the Ottawa Crown. Believe it or not, 
—while I had it on the 5e olive-green 
shade, I had not owned a crown can- 


cel on the 5e gray. All I lack now is. 
one on the 8c shades. 


#217-—Coil Stamps 


One of these rainy spring days I’m 
going to get busy and work on my 
coil stamps. Long neglected, these 
issues are coming in for a lot of at- 


tention and study of late. This is 
particularly true of the so-called 
“jump pairs” which exist in many 


issues beginning in 1935. 

However, what has most recently 
kindled my interest anew is a fine 
lot of coils from England which in- 
cluded several coil end strips,—or 
“end paste-ups.” Don’t know as I 
ever heard of too many collectors 
going for these. 

Did you ever consider that a col- 
lection of coils can include (1) pri- 
vate experimental coils, (2) paste 
ups, (3) line strips, (4) damaged let- 
ters, (5) “jump strips, (6) end strips 
(both beginnine and ending types), 
(7)  precancels, (8) “cock-eyed” 
kings, (9) the “perfed-all-round” 
early experimental, (10) die varieties 
on the Admirals, (11) paper and 
shade varieties, and (12) used strips 
showing the postmark and entire 
slogan cancellations. 

Quite a field—just by itself! 


# 218—“‘Welland” Crown Cancel 


Recently acquired a 3c Jubilee with 
a Crown Cancel I’ve never seen be- 
fore, but I suppose it must be well 
known. It is purported to be a “Wel- 
land” Crown cancel. 

It is a large oval cancel, with a 
blank crown shaped space in the cen- 


ter, and a black border approxi- 
mately 5 m.m. wide with colorless 
letters. I can’t make out too much, 


but four letters look like “.... LAND.” 
Does anyone have any dope on this.

#219—Small Cents—Extra Rows 
Of Perfs 


Way back in packet #18 I men- 
ticned that I had secured the 1/2ce, 
le, and 3c small Queens with these 
extra rows of perforations. Nothing 
has been added since. I reported my 
le yellow with an extra horizontal 
row at top. 

Mr. C. L. Wallbridge of Believille, 
Ont., long ago reported he cwns a 
used pair of the 1c yellow with a 
short extra half row on the lower 
left side of each stamp. Nothing 
else new to report on these. 


#220—“Bribdgebure” Precancel 
Error 

This well known error in spelling 
of Bridgeburg (now Fort Erie, Ont.,) 
occurs on the extreme right hand 
vertical row of the sheet. All 
stamps in this vertical row carry this 
error. 

I have a few blocks showing this 
error. They are especially nice with 
the right margins intact. This error 
also comes inverted, so in this case 
the spelling error would be in the 
extreme left vertical row. 

On the 1c Edward this variety is 
found in (1) normal position, (2) 
double, (3) inverted, (4) inverted, 
doubled, (5) normal, in blue ink, and 
(6) inverted in blue ink. 

I’m still looking for that last one!

POSTAL STATIONERY NEWS

An interesting flaw occurs in the 
current 10c air-letter. It consists of 
a heavy streak of color connecting 
the “A” of Postage” with the “E” of 
“Postes,” which is so plain that it 
is easily visible to the unaided eye. 
This variety was discovered by Ger- 
ry Winters, a local collector, while he 
was preparing to mail one of the 
sheets. 

An immediate visit to the P.O. was 
rewarded by a find of about 100 
more of these oddities. Further sup- 
plies, however, all seem to be of the 
normal variety. It will be interest- 
ing to learn if additional specimens 
make their appearance in other parts 
of the country. 

Quite a few other new items are in 
store for collectors of postal station- 
ery. For instance, all stocks of the 
current 4c envelopes will be sent back 
to the P.O. Dep’t where they will be 
overprinted with a rectangle contain- 
ing the words “Canada 5e Postes— 
Postage—Revalued.” The 3e post- 
cards will be changed to 4c with a 
similar surcharge, in the case of the 
packets of single cards. But cards 
still in sheet form, i.e., in the un- 
finished state, will instead each be 
surcharged with a large figure “4”, 

The 4c Georgian posteard in violet 
comes as rather a surprise, also. It 
is probably an emergency printing, 
made from an altered die of the 3c, 
so may not exist in very large quan- 


tities. The new 5c envelope with the 
Queen's portrait is a delightful 
change from the stodgy looking 


things we have had to put up with 
for the last 50 years. 





RE-OPENING OF ROSS HOUSE 


On May 29, Western Canada’s 
first post office will re-open as a 
post office and museum. It may be 
remembered that it was open last 
vear in the same capacities. Many 
Winnipeggers and visitors came to 
the Ross House in 1953, viewed its 
interesting historical contents and

master, Winnipeg, marked Ross 
House. 

This year there will be added rel- 
ics of the Red River days and com- 
petent custodians will be present to 
show the visitors around. The Ross 
House is directly across the street 
from the C.P.R. depot and the stop- 
overs between trains gives visitors 
ample time to go through it. It will 
be open daily except Sundays from 
10 a.m. to 8 p.m. It is operated by 
the Manitoba Historical Society.
